8. No amendment of the provisions of the Group 
Insurance Scheme shall be made without rh; prior approval 
of tile Regional Provident Fund Commissioner concerned and 
where any amendment is likely to affect adversely the interest 
of the employees, the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner 
shall before giving his approval, give a reasonable opportunity 
to tile employee to explain their point of view, 

9. Where for any reason, the employees of the said estab¬ 
lishment do not remain covered under the Group Insurance 
Scheme of the Lite Insurance Corporation of India os already 
adopted by the said establishment, or the benefits to the 
employees under this Scheme are reduced in any manner, 
the exemption shall be liable to be cancelled. 

10. Where, for any reason, the employer fails to pay the 
premium etc. within the due date as fixed by the Lire Insu¬ 
rance Corporatiou of India, and the policy is allowed to 
lapse, the exemption shall bp liable to tie cancelled. 

11. )n case of default, if any made by the employer in 
payment of premium the responsibility for payment of assu¬ 
rance benefits to the nominec(s) legal heirtsj of deceased 
member who would have been covered under the said Scheme 
but for grant of this exemption, shall be that of the employer. 

12. Upon the death of the member covered under the 
Gtoup Insurance Scheme the Life Insurance Corporation of 
India shall ensure prompt payment of the sum assured to 
the nominee(s)/ legal heir(s) of the deceased member entitl¬ 
ed for it and in any case within one month from the receipt 
of claim complete in all respect.

No. 11-2/R8-U.ll.—In exercise uf Ihe jiov-crs conferred 
by clause (il of section Jfi of the Indian Medicine Central 
Council Act. 1*170 (48 of 1970), the Central Council'of 
Indian Medicine, with the previous sanction of the Central 
Government, hereby makes the following regulations further 
to amend the Indian Medicine Central Council (Minimum 
Standards of Education in Indian Medicine) Regulations, 
1986 namely 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Medicine 
Central Council (Minimum Standards of Education in Indian 
Medicine) (Amendment) Regulations, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule HI to the Indian Medicine Central 
Council (Minimum Standards of Education in Indian Medi¬ 
cine) Regulations, 1986, for para (6), (he following shall be 
substituted namely :— 

“6, Medium of instruction 

Medium of instruction* shall be Urdu substantiated with 
English wherever necessary. Facilities for teaching In 
Hindi or regional language may bo provided and a change 
in the medium may be adopted provided the text books 
in Hindi or regional languages are. made available. 

Necessary modem advancements shall be incorporated in 
the course of studies. Tn such cases terminology shall 
be standard modem terminology with Arabic equivalent. 
For Unani, the terminology shall essentially remain the 
Unatii terminology.’*
